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From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

No  dates;  no  days;  no  schedule; 
few  phone  calls — the  ideal 
vacation. 

And  then,  after  the 
exhaustion  of  packing  up  and 
traveling  home,  the  pace  does  more 

than  quicken — 
it’s  a  gallop 
toward  the  High 
Holy  Days.  The 
shofar,  which  is 
sounded  each 
morning  in  the 
synagogue,  can 
sometimes  sound 
like  an  alarm  or 
warning.  Those  days  and  dates  are  not 
just  back,  they’re  coming  fast  and 
furious:  Selihot ,  Rosh  Hashanah,  Aseret 
Y’mei  T’shuvah  (the  Ten  Days  of 
Penitence),  Yom  Kippur,  Sukkot,  Hoi 
Hamoed  (the  Intermediate  Days), 
Hoshanah  Rabbah,  Shemini  Atzeret, 
Simhat  Torah. 

And  then?  Nothing. 

The  next  month  in  t.he  Jewish  year, 
Heshvan,  contains  neither  feast  nor  fast. 
It’s  sometimes  called  M arHeshvan — bit¬ 
ter  Heshvan — just  because  it  is  so  unre¬ 
markable. 

The  first  Torah  reading  in  Heshvan  is 
the  story  of  Noah.  The  Torah  tells  us 
nothing  about  the  first  600  years  of  his 
life  until  he  was  summoned  by  God  to 
build  the  ark. 

Then,  this  man,  whose  long  life 
heretofore  was  devoid  of  days  and  dates, 
was  given  a  mission  with  a  life-or-death 
deadline.  When  the  flood  waters  sub¬ 
sided  and  Noah  left  the  ark,  his  life 
returned  to  the  way  it  was.  But  Noah 
was  a  changed  man.  You  can  almost 
imagine  Noah,  having  tasted  glory,  hav¬ 
ing  partnered  with  God  to  save  the

world  — literally  riding  atop  the  world 
and  filled  with  a  sense  of  purpose — 
bounding  out  of  the  ark  into . nothing. 

Noah  was  totally  unprepared  for  his 
return  to  earth — for  the  resumption  of 
his  normal  routine.  We  all  need  to 
accept  our  normal  routine,  and  if  we 
can  learn  to  embrace  it,  all  the  better. 
Neither  our  vacations  nor  our  busy 
seasons  last  forever.  We  need  to  pre¬ 
pare  adequately  for  all  the  transitions 
in  our  life,  whether  they  are  yearly 
occurrences  or  major  milestones  like 
going  off  to  college  or  entering  retire¬ 
ment. 

Noah  was  ill-equipped  to  deal  with 
his  return  to  the  ordinary:  He  planted  a 


vineyard,  fermented  the  grapes  and 
sought  refuge  from  his  routine  life  in  a 
drunken  stupor. 

The  ordinary — the  routine — is  the 
way  we  spend  most  of  our  lives;  it’s 
“real  life”  and  there  is  no  escape.  We 
would  be  wise,  therefore,  to  try  to  our 
utmost  to  celebrate  real  life,  and  to  do 
everything  we  can  to  make  the  most  of 
it.  Perhaps  that’s  the  real  reason  we  wish 
each  other  LShannah  Tova  for  a  good 
year — not  a  great  year,  not  a  happy  year, 
but  a  good  year — one  that  is  realistic 
about  our  present  as  well  as  about  our 
hopes  and  our  dreams  for  the  future.

The  eighth  day  of  Suhhot  is  treated  as 
a  separate  holiday  from  Sukkot,  and 
is  called  Shemini  Atzeret ,  the 
“Eighth  Day  of  Assembly.”  We  no 
longer  eat  in  the  sukkah,  and  in 
Israel  prayers  for  rain  are  recited  during 
the  service.  The  Yizkor  Memorial  Prayers 
are  also  recited  on  Shemini  Atzeret. 

Shemini  Atzeret  is  followed  by  the 
joyous  festival  of  Simhat  Torah,  the 
“Rejoicing  of  Torah.”  It  is  during  the 
morning  service  on  Simhat  Torah  that 
the  last  verse  and  the  first  verse  of  the 
Torah  are  read,  a  bold  demonstration  of 
our  belief  that  the  study  of  Torah  is 
never-ending.  We  march  joyfully  in 
hakafot  (processions),  in  which  we 
carry  the  Scrolls  of  the  Law.

Ozeri  is  a  world-renowned  photographer. 

In  his  travels,  he  has  encountered  diverse 
Jewish  communities  scattered  across  the 
world,  and  through  his  photographs  he  has 
brought  them  together — depicting  familiar 
customs,  shared  experiences,  and  a  sense  of 
home.  His  images  speak  to  all  who  have 
altered,  shaped,  and  reinvented  their 


naditions,  fusing  old  and  new,  familiar  and 
unfamiliar,  creating  rich,  modem, 
meaningful  ways  of  life. 

Ozeri’s  artful  and  powerful  images  are

excellent  tools  for  Jewish  education.  His 
work  is  a  natural  jumping-off  place  for 
students’  explorations  related  to  Jewish 
values,  identity,  community,  and  tradition. 
The  curriculum  introduces  students  to  the 
medium  of  photography  through  Mr. 

Ozeri’s  work,  and  encourages  them  to  make 
important  links  between  the  images,  key 
Jewish  values,  and  traditional  Jewish  texts. 
Students  also  conduct  research  to  leam 
more  about  the  diverse  Jewish  communities 
reflected  in  Ozeri’s  photos.  They  then  focus 
on  their  own  communities,  documenting 


their  communal  values  on  film  and  curating 
on-site  exhibits  of  their  work.  The  project 
culminates  with  an  online  exhibit  that  ties 
together  the  work  of  students  from  all 
participating  schools.
